All-German Election 
For 1956 Proposed^ 
To Soviet Russia 


By JOH>" M. HIGHTOWEK 
GENEVA <£>)—The West- 


ern powers today prepared to 
confront the Soviet Union, 
with a specific demand for 
all-German elections in Sep- 
tember of 1956. 


The elections would, be to pick 


an all-German National Assembly 
which would write a new consti- 
tution for a reunified nation and 
negotiate a general peace settle- 
ment. 


Three Point Plan 


The Western ministers here in 


the Big Pour conference agreed, 
it was learned- from reliable in- 
formants, to 'introduce soon, per- 
haps today, a three-point plan for 
reunification. They would ask So- 
viet Foreign Minister V. M. Mo- 
lotov to join them in approving it. 


It proposed: 
1. Free and secret ballot through- 


out Germany in September 1956, 
to choose a new all-German Na- 
tional Assembly which would first 
draft a constitution for all Ger- 
many and select an *all-German 
government. 


2. A four-power commission— 


one member named by each of 
the Big Four powers—which would 
prepare, in consultation with Ger- 
man experts, the election law for 
this nationwide balloting. 


The Western proposal apparent- 


ly would allow the commission to 
consult with East German expert* 
as well as those from the West.

The commission would also su- 


pervise preparations for the elec- 
tions themselves." and would over- 
see the actual voting to guarantee 
freedom. 


3". The commission would be ap-

The three Western ministers 


planned to present this election 
project as being in conformity with 
the directive of the four heads of 
government last July.

Business Horizon 


Business forecasts for 1956 are popping out all over the 


place today—and way ahead of schedule. 


Businessmen usually don't indulge in the gentle art of 


soothsaying before "mid-December. This year they're out in 
force already. 
And with few exceptions they're predicting a continua- 


tion of good times at least until midyear. 


Some guess that 1956 will see sizable more prosperity 


than 1955. Most, however, hold that the rate of gam will 
slow down from now on, but with times fully as good and 
maybe better than at present.

The reason people are curious about next year at so 


early a date may be two-fold: 1. With business so unex- 
pectedly good, many are asking, "How long can it last;" 
2. The President's illness focused attention early on what 
might happen to business in the coming year. 


Even at the tune he was stricken, most businessmen 


agreed that the momentum of the boom would carry through 
the rest of this year. Now, six weeks later, it's generally 
agreed that business confidence hasn't been weakened. 


In the six weeks there have been announcements of new 


plans for building more plants and for increasing industrial 
capacity by adding improved equipment. 


Industries included in these new plans for construction 


much of it next year: Steel, oil, chemicals, glass, paper, 
aluminum, aviation, electrical. equipment, motors and 
utilities. 
With so much building assured, the boom will have one 


of its props well bolstered. The home building industry also 
predicts more than one million new homes will be built next 
year, down only a little from this year. The other big prop, 
the auto industry, is especially vocal right now with predic- 
tions of another "big year ahead.

Two items this week point up what businessmen are ex- 


pecting just' ahead. New York Central announced it will 
place orders for 14,750 freight cars, costing 118 million dol- 
lars. They will take a lot of steel. 


Inland Steel Co. says demand for steel is so heavy that 


it is setting up a new system of allocating deliveries to its 
customers in the first months of 1956.

Many of the nation's top business executives took the 


occasion of reporting to their stockholders on record earn- 
ings for the first nine months of this year to do a little pre- 
dicting. Most said the final months of this -year would be 
as good or better. And several said the prospects for the 
first six months, of 1956 were very bright.

A poll of business executives by Dun & Bradstreet show 


fewo-thifds of them expecting their own company's sales in 
the first three months of 1956 to be larger than in the first 
three months of this year. Well over half of thenf expect 
their profits to be higher,also. - Two-thirds of them thought 
this would enable them to absorb higher labor and material 
costs without raising their selling prices.-

With all this optimism 'about good times continuing, 


there are nevertheless a few cassandras. 


These warn of trouble spots that might develop: 1. 


Falling farm income; 2. Soaring record consumer debts and 
mortgage totals; 3. The chance that the present trend to- 
ward building up inventories might lead to a glut and thus to 
a cutback in orders; 4. The unrest in a world still just test- 
ing out "the spirit of Geneva;" and 5. The uncertainties 
that plague every presidential election year and threaten to 
be unusually worrisome in the coming one. • 


. But even the worriers agree that real trouble hasn't 


shown on the horizon yet. So the businessmen now predict- 
ing good times in 1956 may very well be proven right.

I am rather astonished by the 


number of inquiries I receive con-, 
cerning polycythemia, since it is 
considered a fairly rare disorder. 
Perhaps it is more common than 
generally 
realized. ,Or 
perhaps 


those who have som» contact with 
it are puzzled and therefore more 
likely- to inquire about it. 


Polycythemia vera (true poly- 


cythemia i « a disease in .which 
there arc loo many red Blood 
cells in the system, ta this respect 
jt is the direct opposite of anemia. 
in which there are too few. The 
excess of red blood cells may be 
only slight or there may be twice 
as many as normal. 


THE 
SYMPTOMS of jxrtycy- 


Ihemia differ 'iwn person lo per- 
son. A bnck-Ted flushing of the 
lace and hands is often present. 
Headache.1!, dizziness and anaoiiity 
to work well are fairly common. 


Hie dsseaw cannot be diagnosed 


by these systems alone, but count- 
jn£ the red blood cells under ttie 
microscope is essential.

the elements, and- like many oth- 
ers can be charged with radio- 
activity by means of the cyclotron 
or-"atom splitting" apparatus. If 
this is done the phosphorus will 
give off certain kinds of rays 
which are commonly called radio- 
acitvity. Because the phosphorus 
loses this radioactivity quite rapid- 
ly, however, it is safer than some 
other radioactive substances. 


WHEN GIVEN TO PATIENTS 


with polycythemia. the phosphorus 
unites with the red cells and de- 
stroys some of them, thus bringing 
the number down toward normal. 


This method of treatment for 


polycythemia seems to be Jhe best 
so far developed. Indeed, polycy- 
themia if one of Uie first diseas 
for which beneficial results have 
been obtained as a result of the 
discoveries in nuclear physics and 
atomic research. However, even 
this treatment is not perfect and 
the *e*rch for other and better 
methods still goes on.

BONN-I have watched tbc idle rich of tin United SUtM »t play 
Palm Beach; and Hollywood trash and steak-and-whlgkcy tourists 


sending it in at the crap and roulette layouts in Veg»s. I have seen 
bootleggers and indolent American sons and daughters of the shirt- 
sleevo generation betting higher than a tomcat's back in Havana, Miami 
Beach and Saratoga. And I have loitered a few 
days around Uie tables at Monte Carlo and Estoril, 
icar Lisbon. But with the exception of Bradley's 
prim white-clapboard casino in I3alm Beach in the 
days of the Wall Street boom and prohibition, I have 
never seen anywhere the like of the play in roulette 
casino at Bad Neuenahr, one of those many large 
retreats spotted around Germany where people with 
money, including foreigners, hole up to boil them- 
selves out, climb the pole for a few days or weeks 
and compose their nerves. 


Bad Neuenahr is not an ultra de luxe plant and 


the service in the restaurant the night I was there was simply awful. 
There wag one elderly, slew-footed waiter for about 30 people at a sta- 
tion 50 or 60 yards from the kitchen and we never did get our duck 
and; flounced'out haughtily with the manager explaining that thi« pros- 
perity had soaked up all'the help in the industries of the Ruhr so that 
he was just up against it. - He was not too much disturbed. 


There was no great crush in the 


restaurant but after the eye at Uie 
entrance of the-gambling room had 
inspected our passports, to make 
sure none of us was a local peas- 
ant or factory-hand 
risking; the 


rent, and collected about $1.25 each

tables. The house was dealing only 
roulette this night although some- 
times they-deal cards but never 
craps and, of course, the slots are 
absolutely ta,boo. They make too 
much noise and anyway they drag 
out the suckei-'s suffering whereas, 
at Roulette, he can get rid of a 
peck of money in minutes. 


The chips are all one color, red, 


worth 2 marks- or about 50 cents 
at the cheap tables, 5 marks at the 
others. You are supposed to buy 
a stack of at least 50 chips. 


If you make a strike they pay 


you in white, yellow or brown 
chips about twice the circumfer- 
ence and weight sof the reds. 
These are worth 10 marks, 20 
marks, 50 and 100 and when I saw 
people covering a number and 
dumping checks on all the sides 
and quarters "with markers worth 
50 cents, $2.50, So, S12.50 or S25 
each. I suddenly realized that Ve- 
gas and Reno were never like this. 


Furthermore, this traffic is NOT

This is 
Jie only way out." 


Contents of the other note were 


not disclosed. 


.Miss Hatch had worked for Tur- 


ner on a part-time basis when, the 
latter operated a hardware store 
in Cambridge Springs, a farming 
community in northwest Pennsyl- 
vania. 


Police said that on July 27, 


1953, 
Miss Hatch went from her 


job in a bank to Turner's hard- 
ware store on her lunch hour.

Ronald E. Alley, who today faces 
the shffest sentence yet given an 
Army officer for cooperating with 
the Communists while a prisoner 
of war in Korea. 


An Army court-martial Thursday 


sentenced the 35-year-old artillery 
officer from Bar Harbor, Maine, 
to 10 years at hard labor, ordered 
him dismissed from service and to 
forfeit all pay and allowances. 


The sentence wa$ imposed at the 


end of a two-day plea by Ms de- 
fense for mercy. In an unsworn 
statement. Alley said that if he 
were guilty then so were almost 
all the other prisoners at notorious 
camp No. 5. 


He was convicted of giving the 


enemy military information, urg- 
ing fellow prisoners to do the same 
and taking part in enemy pro- 
grams designed to indoctrinate 
POW's with communism. 


He faced a.possible maximum 


sentence of life in prison.' 


The conviction and'sentence 


must be reviewed by higher mili- 
tary authority.

Contempt Case 
Dismissed on 
Technicality 


WASHINGTON r,¥) '— A contempt 


of Congress indictment against Ber- 
nard Deutch, 26, of Philadelphia. 
was dismissed today because it 
tailed to allege he "willfully" re- 
fused to answer questions put to 
him by the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities. 


In dismissing- the indictment. 


U. S. Dist. Judge James R. Kirk- 
land expressed hope the govern- 
ment would appeal from his ruling. 


Unless an appeal is taken and 


Judge Kirkland is overruled, the 
government presumably will have 
to seek new indictments in several 
pending contempt cases. Like the 
Deutch indictment, they do not al- 
lege specifically that refusals to 
answer questions were willful. 


Deutch. a graduate student in 


physics at the University of Penn- 
sylvania. was called before the 
House committee in April^l954. He 
acknowledged membership in the 
Communist party while a student 
at Cornell University between 1947 
and 1953. but refused to name his 
party associates. He said he had 
"moral scruples" against naming 
•them, but did not claim the Fifth 
Amendment's privilege against pos- 
sible self-incrimination. 


The indictment against Deutch 


merely alleged his refusal lo an- 
swer questions was "unlawful." 
Judge Kirkland said this was too 
broad, and held the indictment 
mwst specify willful* refusal to an- 
swer.

During the Korean War — in 


September 1951 — President Tru- 
man set up strict controls on the 
release of information from gov- 
ernment agencies which might a'id 
the enemy. This covered all of 
the government. 


Truman said no censorship was 


intended, and he instructed agency 
heads not to use his order to sup 
press nonsecurity information of 
cover up mistakes. This left a 
great many editors 
unsatisfied. 


They blistered Truman's order. 


Like Umbrella 


They considered the order so 


broad that it was like an umbrella 
under which agency heads could 
conceal information that was em- 
barrassing to them or -which they 
didn't want known for other rea- 
sons that did not involve security. 


Late in 1953 President Eisen- 


hower narrowed down the field of 
government agencies which had 
had the right under Truman's or- 
der to withhold information. He 
took it away from 29 agencies, 
but still left it. with 16. 


Under Eisenhower's order, in 


formation supposedly was to be 
withheld only if its release en- 
dangered" security. It could be 
withheld only if it was marked 
"top secret." "secret." or "confi- 
dential/' 
That 
seemed 
simpl 


enough. 


But the ACLU in a 70-page re 


port Thursday said all Eisenhow 
er'» order did was eliminate some 
of the "more glaring absurdities' 
in Truman's order. These two or 
ders of Truman and Eisenhower 
were the background for what fol 
lows.

esday the subcommittee issued a 
52-page summary of the replies. 
This'summary showed that about 
0 classifications have Been added 
y the individual ^agencies to the 
hree which Eisenhower authorized. 
Here are "some of the classifica- 


tions being used by agencies to 


eep information away from news- 


men, and the.public; not for publi- 
ation; official use only; for ad- 
ministrative use only; for official 
distribution; administratively re- 
cricted. 


Newsman Assigned 


Thursday the ACLU produced its 
eport on government suppression 
if news. It had commissioned a 
^ew York newspaperman, Allen 
Raymond to do the job because 
reedom of information -is basic to 
he ACLU's work and operations. 


Raymond turned out a highly 


critical study. He said: "Invisi- 
ole government is now worse than 
at any time in many yeaz-s. These 
abuses have curtailed the power 
of the press and of Congress it- 
self to be of service to the people 
by finding out what goes on in 
government." 


The report said it is a fair con- 


sensus among Washington corre- 
spondents that abuses of the power 
m federal agencies to suppress in- 
ormation of value and interest to 
he nation were "never so rampanl 
as now." 


That meant the Eisenhower ad- 


ministration 
was worse t h a n 


Truman's in holding back informa- 
tion. While he was at it, Raymond 
took a crack at Congress for the 
many times its committees make 
mportant decisions on legislation 
behind closed doors which pre 
vent the public from knowing who 
said or did what.

posed legislation which would give 
witnesses a say in whether the 
proceeding 
could 
be televised. 


broadcast or photographed while 
testifying before committees or 
commisions of the Illinois General 
Assembly. 


A statement by the organization 


said the proposal would prevent 
witnesses from being: exposed to 
television or radio broadcasts or 
photographs against their will. It 
further said: 


"These safeguards for individ- 


uals are designed to preclude in 
Illinois such television and radio 
circuses and commercial exploita- 
tion as have recently occurred on 
a national scale in connection with 
congressional investigations, which 
has resulted in public notoriety 
and ridicule, and even abuse of 
protesting witnesses."
